President Gordon B. Hinckley, the 
newly ordained president of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, was set apart Sunday as 
prophet, seer and revelator for the 
nine million member Church, fol- 
lowing the death of President 
Howard W. Hunter. 

President Hinckley--brings exten- 
sive experience and knowledge to 
the presidency, having served as a 
general authority for the Church 
since 1958, when he was called as 
Assistant to the Council of the 
Twelve Apostles. 


President Hinckley was named to 
the Council of the Twelve Apostles 
in 1961 and has served as a member 
of the First Presidency since 1981. 

Serving as counselor to three dif- 
ferent prophets, President Hinckley 
has had a major role in administering 
both the ecclesiastical and temporal 
affairs of the Church. 

In a press conference Monday in 
the Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building, President Hinckley said he 
does not anticipate any great changes- 
for the Church under his presidency. 

“T will carry on the great work 
which has been furthered by my pre- 
decessors: building family values, 
fostering education, tolerance and 
proclaiming the gospel of Jesus 


Christ,” he said. 

“We are dedicated, as have been 
those before us, to teaching the 
gospel of peace, to the promotion of 
civility and mutual respect among 
people everywhere, to bearing wit- 
ness to the living reality of our Lord 
Jesus Christ and to the practice of 
His teachings in our daily lives,” 
President Hinckley said.

QO.J. defense 
calls former 
BYU student

Andrea Terry, wife of former BYU 
football player Evan Pilgrim, has 
been subpoenaed by O.J. Simpson’s 
defense team for the highly-publi- 
cized trial, according to CNN. 

Terry, a former BYU student, is 
fighting the order from the California 
courts by seeking legal counsel. from 
local attorneys. : 

She is currently 7-months pregnant 
and does not wish to get involved in 
the nationally-televised case, CNN 
reported. 


contact Terry for comment. 

Terry’s connection to the case 
involves detective Mark Fuhrman, 
who testified Monday he found a 
bloody glove behind O.J. Simpson’s 
mansion the morning after Simpson’s 
ex-wife and her friend were mur- 
dered. 

The defense contends Fuhrman 
planted the glove out of racial hatred 
and wants Terry to help substantiate 
the claim. 

Terry told CNN she met Fuhrman in 
a bar with Kathleen Bell, and that 
Fuhrman didn’t make any racial com- 
ments at that time. 

However, Bell described another 
conversation she had alone with 
Fuhrman. 

On Larry King Live, Bell said Terry 
was a focus of her mid-1980s conver- 
sation with the detective in 
Hennesee’s Tavern in Southern 
California. ; 

Bell said Fuhrman made remarks 
about blacks and interracial couples 
after she told him that Terry had a 
crush on black football player Marcus 
Allen. 

Bell recalled Fuhrman saying he 
wanted to “get all the niggers together 
and burn them.” 

She also claims Fuhrman said if he 
saw a black man and a white woman 
driving together, he would pull them 
over. 

He said interracial relationships are 
acts against nature, Bell said. 

Furhman testified Monday he had 
never met Terry or Bell. 

The Simpson defense wants Terry’s 
testimony to establish Bell’s credibili- 
ty and diminish Furhman’s. 

Superior Court Judge Lance Ito has 
given the defense the go-ahead to 
explore the alleged encounter: with 
Bell. 

Terry stands firm that she will not 
travel to California to testify unless 
she is ordered to by a Utah court. 

Johnnie Cochran, a Simpson 
defense attorney, believes Terry will 
be forced to testify. 

“She has relevant testimony,” 
Cochran told CNN. “She’s important 
to us.” 

Terry doesn’t want to be dragged 
through the mud along with the other 
witnesses. 

She is nervous and does not want to 
leave Utah, she told CNN in a non- 
televised interview Monday. 

Terry previously attended BYU, but 
did not graduate. 

She married football player Evan 
Pilgrim in July 1992. 

Pilgrim played offense guard for 
BYU. He was named first team All- 
WAC by “The Football News” in 
1993.

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Unknowing poor donate kidneys in India 


NEW DELHI, India — Stealing kidneys from unsuspecting donors is com- 
mon in India. 

Many doctors defend the practice of selling kidneys as saving lives. A case in 
Bangalore last January stunned the nation and reinvigorated efforts to control 
trafficking in human organs. 

K. Velu, an unemployed 29-year-old laborer, complained to police that his 
kidney was extracted without his knowledge. He said he had gone to a clinic to 
sell,a-_pint of blood, had been put to sleep and woke up with a large scar. 

“Bhey told me that they had to draw the blood from near my waist because 
they required a lot of it,” Velu said, adding that he was paid $160. 

Velu discovered the loss a few months later when he went to have a small ail- 
ment checked. His complaint led to the arrest of three doctors and two middle- 
men. 

Pramod Navalkar, a Bombay politician, says kidneys should come under 
export regulations. “It is time we stopped being treated as motor cars with spare 
parts,” he said. 

Most countries require living donors to be relatives or that organs be removed 
from cadavers. 


Missionaries receive new hepatitis vaccine 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has 
started inoculating thousands of missionaries heading to Third-World countries 
with a new vaccine, called Havrix, providing long-term protection against 
hepatitis A, Church and health officials said. 

Church spokesman Don LeFevre said more than one out of every four LDS 
missions takes in a Third-World country. Based on last year’s figures, that 
involves about 6,560 missionaries. 

Nichols said the vaccine can only be used in preventing a person from con- 
tr¢cting the disease, and not in treatment. 

Previously, missionaries would take several doses of globulin over their two- 
year stint at $15 apiece, with each dose providing anywhere from four to six 
months of protection. 


Gay soldiers not a threat, experts say 


NEW YORK — Testimony began Monday in the first civilian court challenge 
to the Defense Department’s year-old “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy with two 
experts testifying that gay soldiers don’t hinder military performance. 

“You don’t have to like someone to work with them,” said Robert MacCoun, 
a fofmer Rand Corp. researcher who studied the issue for the Defense 
Department. 

He said that even if having gays in the military affects a unit’s social cohe- 
sion,stroops can still work together to carry out a mission. “Task cohesion ... 
determines performance,” he said. 

Dr..Robert M. Rankin, a Veterans Administration psychiatrist and former 
Navy doctor, said he had interviewed hundreds of gay and lesbian service 
members. As sailors, he said, “they’re as good as those who were heterosexual 
- no better, no worse.”

New proposal 
aims to reduce 
federal deficit

WASHINGTON — Senate 
Republicans out to erase the fed- 
eral deficit unveiled options 
Monday for saving money by 
braking Medicare’s growth, giv- 
ing states more power over 
Medicaid and welfare, and trim- 
ming other benefits. 

Included is a plan for altering 
the way the government calcu- 
lates inflation, a change that 
would shrink cost-of-living 
increases to beneficiaries of 
many programs, including Social 
Security. 

The suggestions, compiled by a 
Senate GOP task force seeking 
savings in the mammoth pro- 
grams, would cut projected 
spending by nearly $500 billion 
Over five years. They would 
affect tens of millions. of 
Americans and ignite a bitter 
political struggle with 
Democrats, advocates for seniors 
and others who have long 
defended the targeted programs. 

“Hopefully, these proposals 
will not cause a buckling of 
political knees, but rather help 
pave the way to better programs, 
smaller and more efficient gov- 
ernment, and a balanced bud- 
get,” said the draft report of the 
task force headed by Sen.

cerning the future of this work,” 
President Hinckley said. 

He said the biggest challenge facing 
the Church heading toward the turn of 
the century is becoming a worldwide 
organization. It is important that the 
First Presidency and the Council of 
the Twelve Apostles get out to the 
people. 

President Hinckley called the 
Church a “great worldwide organiza- 
tion with capable leaders every- 
where.”

The Church leader is known for his 
writing and speaking skills and has 
written and edited several books and 
numerous pamphlets and scripts. 

President Hinckley and his wife, 
Marjorie Pay Hinckley, have five 
children.

Two BYU students have been 
named to USA Today’s All USA 
College Academic Team. 

David Barlow, a senior majoring in 
political science from Boise, Idaho, 
was named to the third team and 
Steven Castle, a senior majoring in 
organic chemistry from Sierra Vista, 
Ariz., was given an honorable men- 
tion. 

“These students are the best exam- 
ples we have that our future is in good 
hands,” said USA TODAY president 
Tom Curley in a recent article. 

“We honor them as symbols, to 
remind the country that college stu- 
dents have talents beyond those publi- 
cized in the sports pages,” Curley 
said. 

A total of 1,398 students from 
across the nation were nominated for 
the honor.

Barlow said he applied for the honor 
at the suggestion of David B.

He did not find 
out he had won until he read the issue 
of USA Today in which the winners 
were announced. 

“T was looking for some of my 
friends’ names,” Barlow said.

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Welfare reform should 
encourage stable families 


s members of the Church, we have a unique perspective of how the 
current welfare system is undermining possibly the most important 
American institution — the family. Change or reform is not only 


necessary, it must be drastic. 


In the most recent session of Church General Conference, President 
Gordon B. Hinckley spoke on the burdens of welfare on society. He said in 
the United States between 1985 and 1990, public outlays related to teenage 
child-bearing totalled more than $120 billion; and of unmarried teens wno 
give birth, 73 percent will be on welfare within four years. 

A January issue of U.S. News & World Report said food stamps, public 
housing and other welfare programs now exceed $130 billion a year. 

Welfare is not only a financial disaster, it has caused the downfall of the 
family and become an easy way out for those who don’t want to work. 
Instead of being a crutch for those with temporary unemployment, women 
are paid to have children out of wedlock. Many women purposely have 
more children to increase their income. To ensure they get benefits, welfare 
recipients are deterred from marriage and relying on family support. This 
adds to the number of single-parent families and decreases strong family 


ties. 


The welfare system was instigated with the best of intents, but it has back- 
fired. Politicians and the nation as a whole needs to fully accept this and 
come to terms with it. Almost 80 percent of Americans want to begin by 
cutting existing welfare benefits, U.S. News reported. 

‘Reinstituting family values and fixing the welfare disaster will be as diffi- 
cult as putting Humpty Dumpty back together again, but the process must 
start sometime. Incentives should be directed towards improving the family 
and returning to traditional values rather than the opposite. 

Rather than dish out money and benefits left and right, welfare should be 
a last resort for those who absolutely cannot work, get married or seek 
financial support from parents or relatives. 

‘If men who get divorced are required by law to pay child support, but men 

who never marry do not, what path are men more likely to take? The irre- 
sponsible boyfriends should take the brunt of the cost. 
:  Stipends to mothers on welfare should have a reasonable limit regardless 
of the number of children they have. This would discourage further preg- 
nancies among welfare recipients already unable to care for their families 
properly or encourage mothers living in poverty to give up children for 
adoption. Then children might have a chance of living in a real family and 
breaking the link of generations on welfare.

Hatfield deserves kudos 
for voting his conscience

t takes an incident 
[i the recent Mark Hatfield debacle in 

the Senate for me to truly realize the 
absolute childishness and pettiness of the men 
and women who run this country.

| Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., was the singular, 
brave Republican who believed that his prin- 
ciples were worth more than his popularity 
within his party.

Not only would such a move have been an 
unforgivable political mistake, it would have 
sent an unmistakable message to politicians 
everywhere that standing up for what they 
believe in will not be tolerated, a message that 
must never be propagated any further than it 
already has.

“Learning radio through practical 
experience is about 20 times 
cheaper than going to broadcast 
school,” Bacorn said. 

Bacorn, the executive producer 
of College Radio, said the interns 
will get a lot of hands-on experi- 
ence with all aspects of radio, 
including advertising, engineering, 
production and of course, on air 
experience. 

“We're not trying to take away 
from KBYU-FM, but to add to the 
experience so that the interns will 
be able to get a job,” Bacorn said. 
“The interns here will get more 
hands on experience than they 
would be able to in school, make 


contacts and will also see how 
things work at a commercial radio 
station.” 

Ed Phippen, a former BYU stu- 
dent and station intern, said he 
plans to come back to BYU’s com- 
munications department this sum- 
mer or fall, but wants to get as 
much diverse experience as possi- 
ble before then so he knows what 
field he wants to get involved in. 

Phippen, whose show will broad- 
cast Wednesday nights with two 
other interns, said his show might 
be the most diverse. “We plan to 
play a wide range of music, 
including Top 40, soul, R&B, and 
some alternative music,’ Phippen 
said. 

Bacorn said he has been involved 
with similar projects a couple 
times before but this looks to be 
the most promising. 

“I want to be able to look back in 
10 to 15 years and say that I’m the 
crazy fool that spent my money to 
get College Radio going, and con- 
vinced others to spend their own 
money too,” Bacorn said. 

Although KSRR-AM plays a for- 
mat of all LDS music, College 
Radio is not planning to follow 
that format but they have an under- 
standing with KSRR management 
that it will not play music that will 
be outright offensive to the stations 
regular listeners. 

“All of the music we play has 
been approved for BYU and 
UVSC Institute dances,” Bacorn 
said. 

“We hope to show you can have 
fun without being crude and rude,” 
he said. 

Bacorn said that he is looking for 
more people who would like to get 
involved with College Radio and 
positions are open for the eight 
weeks covering spring term. Those

Testing-service dispute 
settled by panel review

After 20 months of litigation, an 
arbitration panel settled the dispute 
between Stanley H. Kaplan 
Educational Center, Ltd. and The 
Princeton Review Management 
Corporation regarding statistical mar- 
keting tactics. 

The panel concluded that the 
Princeton Review ads cannot claim 
average SAT score improvements are 
110-160 points because they “were 
based on a former SAT test format 
and a different SAT test format is con- 
currently being administered.” 

In addition, the four studies 
Princeton used “do not appear to have 
the degree of reliability and/or pro- 
jectability necessary to support the 
claim in those ads.” 

The panel also stated that the 
Princeton Review inaccurately com- 
puted the “average score improve- 
ment” numbers it claimed were “veri- 
fied by Deloitte and Touche.” 

Both Kaplan and Princeton base 
their marketing campaigns on the 
advertisements of student improve- 
ments. Kaplan argued that Princeton’s 
study may have been biased. 

Princeton conducted its study by 
sending out cards to students who had 
completed the Princeton Review 
course. Ten thousand cards were 
returned, but Kaplan argued that only 
students with positive results may 
have responded. Princeton reissued 
the cards and received comparable 
results. 

Kaplan conducted its study by ran- 
domly calling 4,000 students who had 
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completed the Kaplan course. The 
arbitration panel found this method to 
be acceptable. 

The panel issued some new guide- 
lines for conducting research: 

- Lower numbers must be used for 
Princeton’s LSAT, GMAT, GRE and 
MCAT claims. 

- Reduced claims cannot be used at 
all after March 1, 1996, “in light of 
the parent’s reservations regarding the 
relatively low response rates in these 
graduate school studies.” 

- Any further studies must be con- 
ducted “in reasonable conformity 
with generally accepted statistical and 
survey methodologies.” 

According to the Princeton Review, 
the panel also ruled that from now on, 
all parties must use the Price 
Waterhouse methodology. 

“This supports what students have 
long known — that Princeton Review 
has been misleading students for 
years,” said Jonathan Grayer, Kaplan 
president and CEO. 

“We are enforcing a strict code of 
honesty in the test-prep industry that 
will now enable students to make 
decisions based on accurate informa- 
tion, ” he said. 

The conclusions of the arbitration 
panel have not affected the Princeton 
Review’s hopes for expansion. 

“We are looking for a site, and we 
are anxious to make our program 
more convenient for BYU students,” 
said Kathie Cleveland, director of 
Utah’s branch of Princeton Review. 
“Right now we operate at the 
Meridian school but our classes are 
getting big enough that we can need a 
permanent site.”

Castro claims 
Cuba’s pariah 
days are over

PARIS — On his first trip to France, 
Cuban President Fidel Castro 
announced that his country’s pariah 
days were over. 

Castro said Monday that his visit 
here marked the end of the second- 
class status imposed by the West on 
Cuba since his revolutionaries won 
power in 1959. 

Castro, 68, came to Paris at the invi- 
tation of the U.N. Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. 
He used his speech there to attack the 
United States, which he accused of 
seeking to dominate the world. 

He denounced the U.S. embargo of 
Cuba as a “criminal blockade” that 
victimizes children, women, the 
elderly and the sick. 

USS. officials “want to get back at us 
because we were rebellious,” Castro 
said. 

French President Francois 
Mitterrand was expected to use the 
visit to encourage overtures by Castro 
that might ease Cuba’s international 
isolation. 

Mitterrand has denounced the U.S. 
embargo against Cuba as “stupid” and 
overseen an increase in French-Cuban 
trade.
